During thirty months of modern air 
war in Spain, the German air force, 
which had far more prototypes in the 
Peninsula than the Italians, recorded 
a considerable number of. failures. 
65% of all German prototypes sent to 
Spain failed altogether and had either 


to be withdrawn completely, from:the. 
front orto be, used. .in quieter: parts: of.

Only 12% of.the German 
types came up to the requirement im- 
posed upon ao modern military plane:in 
modern air warfare. 23% of the Ger- 
man types proved mediocre in quality,

His abhorrence of intoxicating drinks 
or-drugs is so strong that he would not 
shrink from the ‘most stringent or the 
costliest measure to banish them. His 
influence is mainly responsible for the 
present policy of the provincial Gov- 
ernments-under the control of - the 
Congress. Left to themselves they 
would certainly not’ have taken up the 
prohibition issue at the threshold of 
their career in the sphere, of self-gov- 
ernment. 2 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that hun- 
dreds of Congress men went to gaol 
for ‘picketing liquor shops. For years 
past the Congress has associated itself 
with the campaign against drink. Pro- 
hibition was included in the funda- 
mental’ rights adopted by the Con- 
gress in 1931. In this sense, it is nat- 
ural that to-day, when the Congress 
is in power-in the majority of pro- 
vinces, its agents shovlid strive ‘To 
translate past proféssions into action. 


Almost the first reform and recon— 
struction Congress Ministries were or- 
dered by their central executive to 
undertake was the total abolition of 
drink and drugs.. They were asked 
‘in August," 1937, ".to complete — the 
task in three years. Various pro- 
vinces adopted various policies and 
measures.' They made a modest be- 
ginning. Most provincial Govern- 
ments began with the rural area, and 
even in Bombay the Government's 
initial programme did not attract wide

THE BOY WHO. 


CAME FROM 
NOWHERE » 


By VINCENT TOWNE 


A MYSTERIOUS personage was 

found leaning against a wall in 
the Bavarian city of Nuremberg in 
May, 1823. He was a youth of about 
18, apparently an aristocrat, Blinded 
by the morning sun, he held-his hands, 
over his eyes. The police told him to 
move on, but ha could not walk. They 
prodded him. He staggered and fell. 
Questioning him as to _ his identity, 
they found that he could not talk, so 
they carried him bodily to prison. It 
was evident that he was an idiot. His 
face and demeanor bespoke inherent 
intelligence. Yet his inability to walk 
or talk was unfeigned. He was not deaf 
and his vocal organs were capable of 


reproducing any spoken word by re- 
petition 


The soles of his feet were convex, 
like those bf an infant who has never 
walked, Every sound seemed to ter- 
rify him, as did the sight of the com- 
monest objects. On hearing a bell ring 
he burst into paroxyms of weeping 
and the music of a street band caused 
him to swoon. Given a substantial 
meal, he turned from it with abhor- 
ence and fell into convulsions. All’ 
that could tempt ‘his appetite was 
hard bread and. water. Some one 
sent him some toys to play with, but 
they caused him to ery with terror, 
until he caught sight of a wooden 
horse, which he snatched up with glee, 
clasping it in his arms and kissing it 
tenderly, Z Seer 
- The only clue to his identity was a 
letter found upon his person and pur- 
porting to have been written by a 
Bavarian labourer. It stated that the 

. bearer had been found at the writer’s. 

door 16 years before, and inclosed was 
a note alleged _to have been written by 
the youth's mother. According to this 
his name was Kaspar;'he had been 
born April 36, 1812, his father was a 
captain in the 6th: Chevau-leger Re- 
giment, at Nuremberg, and his mother 
was tality. With surprising rapidity 
Kaspar theretpon learned not only 
to walk and talk, but to read and 
write. Within a few months ‘he was 
able to relate so much of his strange 
history as he could remember. Ac- 
cording to his story he had been con- 
_ fined all his life’in a dari: cell, pene- 
trated only by a man whose shadow 
alone he could see’ and who came 
daily to wash him, dress him and 
bring him his sustenance, always 
bread and water. His only friend had 
been a wooden horse, and his jailer, 
although never speaking a word to 
him, had for. some mysterious reason 
expended a year’s effort in silently 
teaching him to write the name “Kas- 
par Hauser.” : 

Finally, one night his keeper had 
entered his cell, blindfolded him, 
placed in his hand the letter later 
found upon his person, taken him 
to Nuremberg, and left him leaning 
against the city wall.
